The  kain  Library  has  access  to  a  number  of  translation  collections 
throughout  the  country,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  locate  "the 
translations  you  need  in  your  work.     3he  search  may  be  prolonged  so 
there  may  be  some  delay  before  the  publication  reaches  you. 

If  the  translation  you  need  is  not  available,  the  services  of  a 
translator  may  be  obtained  through  the  Library  in  Washington. 
Payment  for  this  service  is  made  directly  to  the  translator  by  the 
Bureau  requesting  the  translation.     Let  us  know  if  you  wish  further 
information  regarding  the  procedure  for  obtaining  the  services  of  a 
translator.
